Cool wave w ill cross Pa­ 
cific slope about March I, great central 
valleys 3, eastern states 5. 
This distrubance w ill bring one of 
the most severe weather periods of 
March. 
Temperatures will range high 
as the storm wave comes in and the 
drop in temperatures following w ill 
amount to a cold wave in northern 
states. 
As this cool wave comes in 
snows will fall in northern states and 
rains in southern. 
About and 
immediately 
following 
Feb. 22 unusually cold weather may 
be expected 
with snows and frosts 
farther south than usual for this sea­ 
son. 
As February goes out a warm 
wave w ill be approaching meridian 90 
and much warm er weather w ill pre 
vail for several days, 
Indications are that temperatures of 
March 
will 
average from about to 
above normal, ranging highest in the 
section within 200 miles of Burling­ 
ton, Iowa, and lowest on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and on our northern 
and southern borders. 
Indications are that the southern 
states will be short on rainfall for 
March while northern latitudes w ill 
have from about to above normal pre­ 
cipitation.

My forecasts were a little off first 
part of February. 
I cannot hope to 
be correct all the time. 
The January 
forecasts were excellent and I could 
well afford the errors that occurred in 
February. 
During March none of the planets 
will be visible in the early mornings 
but in the evenings Jupiter, Venus and 
Mars w ill be good objects of observa­ 
tion. 
These three and M ercury will 
control our weather. 
Thoy w ill be in 
magnetic touch with the earth and 
th eir 
movements will

Wolves That Prey on Women 


Chicago Social Settlement Worker Tell* How the Wireless 
Telegraph, the “Work at Home” and Other Frauds Are 


Employed to Fleece Poor Housewives and Girls.

One of the Inevitable results of the 
financial independence of wage earn­ 
ing women is a corresponding Inde­ 
pendence in the matter of seeking in­ 
vestments. 
Women who have secured 
their 
money 
without masculine aid 
naturally feel at liberty to invest It 
without masculine advice. 
Before pro­ 
ceeding upon this natural theory, how­ 
ever, women should be equipped with 
rn knowledge of the fact that the pro­ 
moters of fake investments have come 
to regard women as one of their most 
profitable specialties, and that the art 
•f fleecing them has been cultivated 
with the greatest care. 
Experience 
has taught unscrupulous “ promoters" 
that it is easier to secure money from 
women than from men through at least 
two linen of appeal to which women 
are more susceptible than men. The 
first of these is the appeal to wage 
earning women as 'business women” 
and the flattering inference that as 
such they win recognize the oppor­ 
tunity for a good Investment, quite 
ignoring the fact thai much of wag** 
Miming is done under direction an i 
does not of necessity imply knowledge 
of business affairs. 
The second line 
of appeal which tempts many women 
to go Into fake di^ls is that made to 
feminine vanity by the promoters of 
the scheme who urge: “ W e believe in 
the Intuition of 
women 
and would 
rather have it In the counsels of our 
enterprise than cold masculine logic; 
a combination of both Is the Ideal, and 
that is why we are asking you to give 
us your aid and cooperation." 


The idea of a connection with a big 
enterprise is, in very many instances, 
flattering to the woman who bas never 
before had such an opportunity, and. 
moreover, many women have come to 
believe that, optimism Is in Itself a 
sort of feminine virtue, while on the 
other hand they regard suspicion as a 
most unworthy trait. “ Intuition" con­ 
sists of faith in a favorable outcome, 
Hundreds of women 
are entrapped 
every year through some such subtle 
and flattering form of appeal. 
Very often these campaigns for the 
savings of women are conducted along 
the lines of the professions and occu­ 
pations 
which large 
numbers of 
fairly prosperous women arc naturally 
engaged. 
The first thing which the 
womaa wh<* is solicited to Invest her 
savings in the stock or bonds of a m in­ 
ing. plantation, oil or financial enter­ 
prise should^bear In mind Is the fact 
that In all probability the promoter 
who Is talking to her has secured a 
Hat of the women belonging to a profes­ 
sional organization or a club with which 
she is associated, and lf the wom­ 
an thus appealed to merely communi­ 
cated with her natural associates she 
eould easily discover this for herself. 
But the whole affair is purposely sur­ 
rounded by an air of mystery and “ a 
aporia! opportunity for you," which 
keeps her silent. 
Th*- 
wireless 
telegraphy 
scheme 
which waa worked in Chicago several 
years ago will illustrate this: 
When 
wireless telegraphy was first demon­ 
strated to be practical In its operation 
the swindlers saw a fresh and faaclnat 
Ing field In Its manipulation. 
It had 
the charm of science about It and ap­ 
pealed to the progressive mind Inter­ 
ested In the "onward march of clvlll- 
sat Ion." 
An office was located con­ 
venient to the rooms of the ooard of 
education, which contained a wireless 
•'demonstration 
apparatus." 
a 
full 
equipment of wireless literature, and 
— moat Important of all— a Hat of all 
the school teachers of the city. 
rho 
women teachers received a broadside 
of literature in which handsome divi­ 
dends were promised from an Invest­ 
ment In the greatest scientific discov­ 
ery of the age, and also an implication 
that the stock was offered first to edu­ 
cational people who were best fitted to 
understand Its value and who would 
have sentimental as well as a m aterial 
satisfaction from such an investment 
W hen an abundant harvest had been 
garnered from the savings of women 
teachers, a aeries of maneuvers was 
instigated which left undistributed In 
the |K>ssessloii of the promoter of the 
scheme the thousands of dollars he 
had acquired. 
The teachers received 
I 
“ confidential 
and 
Important” 
an­ 
nouncement from his office to the ef­ 
fect the most powerful rival in the 
immediate field of his company’s oper­ 
ations had consented to a consolida­ 
tion on terms which he regarded as 
highly advantageous to all his invest­ 
ors. 
The consolidated company would 
be so much stronger than the one in 
which they had made their investment 
that they could not. of course, expect 
to exchange the stock on au even 
basis, share for share. 
He advised 
them, however, to increase their In­ 
vestment so that they could still retain 
their original number fit shares which 
would not fall to prove Immensely 
profitable 


This appeal not o tlr induced many 
of the original investors to put in addi­ 
tional money, but it also brought a 
fresh volume of recruits. A. little 
later a second reorganization was an- 


n o u n c e d — t h i s 
time 
a 
consolidation 
with all of the principal wireless com­ 
panies then in th© field, 
it wgs ex- 
plained that this not only did a w Jy 
with competition but eliminated the 
possibility of troublesome and expen­ 
sive litigation with regard to patents 
and Improvements. 
This was said to 
b< a great victory, and his investors 


were again urged to surrender thep 
old certificates, in a descending ratU 
for those of the new "complete” con­ 
solidation. 
As they were anxious for 
anything which promised to give them 
dividends on their investment they fell 
in line with the suggestion. 
A t the 
time of the final consolidation the pro­ 
moter 
disappeared — leaving 
behind 
him a wake of hardship, privation and 
suffering. 
There are many and varied planes 
and altitudes in the contemptible craft 
of swindling women, and the smaller 
the swindle the more contemptible it 
often is. 
Almost innumerable frauds 
are worked In this field In a petty way 
— nearly all of them based on an Initial 
fee of some sort which is to give them 
the benefit of "easy and lucrative work 
at home.” 
After the fee Is paid the 
work furnished is either impossible in 
its requirements or It is not furnished 
at all. 
Boor women In almost every 
state In the union were defrauded by 
an 
"Apron 
club' 
concern 
which 
claimed to be organized on a co-opera­ 
tive basis and for the philanthropic 
purpose of affording those who "joined” 
to earn easy money at home. 
The ini­ 
tiation or membership fee was $2. The 
swindlers operating this scheme wore 
prosecuted and convicted by the fed­ 
eral government and in the trial It 
dovetailed that many of the victim s 
were widows who had believed that a 
membership in this club would permit 
them to earn a living for their families 
without the necessity of being absent 
from their little children. 
The “ letter 
copying” scheme is another develop­ 
ment of "easy and profitable work at 
home” swindles 
Some IS of these 
petty 'swindlers were recently closed 
out la Chicago, and Detective Wool­ 
dridge, who handled the cases, found 
that a large and pitiable number of 
the victim s 
were 
invalids, 
son*© of 
them bedridden. 
There is one way by which poor 
women may know when they are being 
offered a swindle in the game of "work 
at home." 
lf It develops that there 
Is any Kind of a fee demanded at the 
outset It is safe to class the proposi­ 
tion as a fraud, although the demand 
may be in a very plausible form— a 
"deposit" against “ materials sent," or 
a "membership’’ in 
an organization. 
.Many of these schemes are concerned 
with so-called "art work" and make 
that battering appeal to "women of re­ 
finement and appreciation.” 
When it comes to an investment of 
any sort the promoters of which ap­ 
peal to women who are comparatively 
or actually poor, to float their enter­ 
prise, is it not fair to assume that the 
thing is a swindle? 
if the investment 
had merit In the true sense of the term, 
could not its promoters readily obtain 
capital for It from business men with 
their eye* open? 
The promoter who 
makes It a business to secure lists of 
women In order to Inveigle their sav­ 
ings from them is. on the face of It* 
open to grave suspicion of fraud.

Lig h t from the Fixed Stars. 
The fixed star which, according to i 
the knowledge we have, is nearest to j 
the earth is 200,000 astronomical units 
distant from us.

000.000 miles. 
Thus the nearest fixed 
star is 18,600,000,000,000 miles away. 
Light travels at the rate of some 186, 
OOO miles per second, or 5,865,696,000,-

takes over three years for 
light to reach the earth from the near 
est fixed star, so that if every star In
